Tight Clothing at Fault. 

It is the want of muscular contrac- 
tion by exercise which makes the ten- 
derfoot—taking him anatomically or 
otherwise. Sometimes, to the anatom- 
ical cause is added a hindrance to the 
circulation by the irrational use of 
articles of clothing—wearing tight gar- 
ters or thick footwear with tight shoes, 
further impeding in the lower extremi- 
ties the circulation of the blood. 

It ig useless to wear thick woolen _ 
socks or a protection - 
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the best method of treatment for cold 
feet, as it is through the muscular 
, contraction produced by walking or 

‘running that heat is generated. 
Walk briskly. While the circulation 
in the lower extremities is being im- 
gar- proved, the benefit is being extended 
to al) parts of the body. Running a 
few minutes a day is advocated by Dr. 
Lorand—if running fast, then only for

igainst cold feet, which’ should serve 4 


jo retain the natural warmth of tlie 
leet, and then prevent this warmth 
being given off. “To render the influx 
of warm blood e tothe feet, 
shoes and stockings should be no thick- 
wr or tighter than will permit of a 
ayer of air between them and the 


kin. ‘This layer is the best means 


of retaining warmth. 


First, then, neither stockings nor 
thoes must be tight fitting. 

Dr. Arnold Lorand believes it prefer 
thle to wear thin wool of the best 
quality and low shoes. When so clad 
we will not suffer from cold feet—if 
we take exercise. The doctor wears 
such in winter, and puts on gaiters 
mly when the temperature is below 
iwenty degrees F. On some exceed- 
mgly bitter days he might feel cold, 
put then only in the morning, for, after 
t brisk walk, or better, after a smart 
un, he says, the cold sensation dis- 
tppears for the rest of the day. 

Defective circulation of the blood of 
he feet should, receive most serious 
‘onsideration, “because it brings on 
nore serioug ailments than the simple 
liscomfort of ¢eold feet, even shorten- 
ng the span of life. 

_ Exercise = the best nreventive. and 


with rather short steps. This‘tmay be 
kept up eight or ten minutes without 
any particular harm to the circulatory 
System. One must not stand still after 
the runtiing. It might lead to catch- 
Ing ‘cold. Running out of the house 
and back again causes no such risk, 
even in a strong wind, as he has per- 


sonally proven. 

This latter exercise would require 
considerable courage to practice in 
large cities, but if one has a yard it 
may be done without creating any 
burglary suspicions. 

Stationary running within doors 
may be practiced with tremendous ad- 
vantage to the circulation of the feet. 
It is strenuous and only .to be kept 
wp a minute or two at a time. But 
Go it morning and night. Hold the 
chin back and, standing in one piace, 
go through the motions of running, 
lifting the knees high and treading 
only on the balls of the feet.

If you have the year round 
cold shower habit you probably do not 
understand what all this cold feet con- 
versation is about.

Wait until 
there is a little more spring in the air, 
and then keep it up and through the 
next winter. 

In the meantime, however, use ‘cold 


‘Water as a stimulant and producer of 


active circulation and feéling of 
warmth in your feet. After your daily 
bath let the cold water run on them 
for a minute, then rub till they begin 
to look .red. Next, move the toes for- 
ward and backward twenty or thirty 
times with your hand, to accentuate 
the sensation of agreeable warmth. 

Unless you have some stomach dis- 
order, indigestion trouble, suffer faulty 
elimination, or some catarrhal tend- 
ency—all of which may be cleared up 
by simple rules of hygienic living—you 
will find the remedies for cold feet al- 
ready given of excellent avail in toning 
down the hue of the proboscis. 

Cold baths for the feet act bene- 

ficially in cases of headache, and es- 
pecially in insomnia, it. might be inci- 
dentally remarked. They act upon 
the distribution -of the blood ‘from the 
brain. 
- Too, your attention should be called 
to the comparable restriction of cir- 
culation throughout the hands by skin 
tight gloves as tight footwear to the 
other extremities. The larger and 
looser woolen mitts, which at the pres- 
ent moment fortunately are consider- 
ed quite good form, are the thing for 
you te wear at least until you have 
your circulation so toned up that your 
hands will not suffer from cold in light- 
er cotton or chamoijsette gloves.
